Armstrong, m the same 
newhborhoed, has 180 acres of wheat, and 
about 50 acres of beriey and oats. Mr. Alex- 
ander Speers has 200 acres of wheat sown and 
100 acres te put in oatsand barley. Wm 
Bechanan has 150 acres of wheat sewn. 
Alex. Young has 150 acres of wheat and 50 
acres to pat in oats and barley. We stopped 
for dinner with Mr Hal! and could not bet be 
pleased with his comfortable buildings. His 
bouse is. frame, and supplies the place of a 
targer one which was burned s year cr s0 ago.
